Tn the portion of this week 
alone this wood Is mentioned no 
Jesu thun 10 times; In nine of 
thom il Is referred to as atze 
shittims ond In one merely 
shittim, and of these ten re- 
ferences one only has the addl- 
tional word omdim, “standing 
up." It is with rognrd to the 
Planks which formed the outer 
wills of the edifice (26.12) and, 
from the literal point of view 
there can be, to my mind, no 
shadow of doudt that the nican- 
Ing Is plain, namely that the 
planks should be made to stand 
upright, in a vertical position 
and not lengthwise, and, = in 
polnt of fact, this is one of 
the interpretations given by the 
Talmud “in the manner in 
whieh the trees grow.” 

The Rabbis were therefare by 
no means unaware of this plain 
literal meaning, ond it is just 
this very fact which emphasizes 
ond underlines their Intention in 
preferring other and more 
Imuginative and poetical Inter- 
Pretationa. Omdim has another 
possible meaning; "ready pre- 
pared,” and this suggested 
different interpretations. The 
first gives rige to the beautiful 
legend that these planks were 
brought by the children of Is- 
rael, ready prepared, from Egypt 
from trees which thelr [888 
common ancestor Jacob had 
planted there with prophetic in- 
sight, knowing that one day his 
descendants, after being enslav- 
ed in Bgypt, would return to 
thelr land. And these saplings 
were taken from the grove 
which his grandfather Abraham 
had planted in Beersheba (Gen. 
21.338) and it was for this 
Teason that Jacob ‘broke his 
journey there in his descent to 
Egypt (ib. 46.1); and so they 
taught the lesson of the con- 
tinuous link between the exiles 
and thelr homeland. 

Of course It is only a legend, 
though o beautiful one, But it 
finds o remarkable support in 
another verse of the Bible to 
which it Is worth while draw- 
Ing attention. In the account 
of the assembling of the 
TMoaterials Os a preHminary to 
the implementation of the pro- 
ject, the curlous verse occura 
(85:24) “and every man totth 
whem was found acact wood 
for any work of the sarvice 
brought it."

ln 1839, obtained their freedom and 
were sent back to thelr native land. 

“Amistad's" writings brim with 
vitality. In thia edition there is an 
interview with the author Chester 
Himes, in' which he deserlbes the 
Ufe of tho Black oxpatriate writer 
in Paris and bis own relationship 
with Richard Wright.

Ween Itzik Manger lay dying in 
ἃ hospital near Tel Aviv (he 
died two years ago on Adar 3) 


the ΠΗΓΔΟῚ public woke up to the £ 


fact that there was a remarkable 
Poot among us, and moreover, a po- 
pular one. Manger was not just a 
Poet of the printed page and the 
study; he was a folk pact, some- 
thing much rarer in our thnes; in 
fnet, the nearest modern thing to 
8 mediaeval troubadour. 

People of the “old home” knew 
and remembered Manger, the tailor's 
son from Czernowitz, long before he 
came to Israel only to dle, Hke so 
many Jews of hla and earifer gen- 
erations. That wes something they 
had against him. but which they 
ffantly forgave him. And once hav- 
ing let bygones be bygones, Israelia 
took him to their hearts and gave 
Manger an acclaim he had never 
enjoyed before. Ii was, of course, 
late, hut not too late. 

Manger himself was probably 
much to blame for the tardiness of 
thla great wave of oppreciation. 


There wags so much that people had 
to forgive In him, He waa for from 
the almple, charming person thot 
Ida poems, soaked with charm and 
fantasy, might suggest.

Always quarrelled 


Tt wasn't long before I quarrelled

writers who figured in that dispute 
were Chaim Grade and Avraham 
Buizkever, Manger had wanted to

‘Ohumesh Lieder’ 


Manger used to visit us at our 
flat in Chelaen on Sunday after- 
noons to read an unfinished skort 
stury — I nover knew whother he 
ever finished it — or his “Chumesh 
Lieder,” on which he was then 
working spasmodically — mainly hig 
“Chumesh Zdedor” (now m the 
rounds of Israel's theatres in Yid- 
dish and soon to be presented in 
Hebrew). 

He was accompanied by a middle- 
aged English woman, Miss Margaret 
Waterhouse, who surely earned her- 
acif a niche In the annalg of Yid- 
dish lterature. When Manger reach- 
cd Tngtand at the voutbrenk of 
World Wor Tl — I think it was 
fa a collier from the south of 
France, or ΒῸ he once sald — and 
with the help of acquaintances and 
the PHN. Club he found shelter In 


. that pleturesquely named north Lon- 


don suburb, Swiss Cottage, it was 
she who befriended him, He was 
the kind who needed the friendship 
of individuals more than or, " 
gations. She ran a recond dan book 
shop at the Swiss Cottage duder- 
ground station, and soon she no- 
teed the lean, hungry looking man 
lingering at the bookshelves in her 
doomvay. 

‘Miss Waterhouse, who came of a 
Unitarian family, was a descendant 
of Shelley. Before long she was 
feeding him with books and mora 
than books. She got him a clean 
shirt, and undershirt. She made him 


able to foltow them closely, nod- 
ding every now and then to show 
that she understood. And I wag gure 
that she did understand. 


In fact, I got the impression that 
this middle-class Englishwoman, 
staid and soft-spoken, must in some 
way have been his Inspiration or 
at least hia encouragement. She 
must have been his audience while 
he composed his lines — and who 
ia to say where a poet gets his 
Inspiration? Nothing was more un- 
Ukely than the friendship of these 
two people — a singer from tho 
ghetta and an Engilshwoman who 
considered herself drawn to poets 
and was willing to forge Manger 
most of his wealmesses, tf not all 
of them. I am sure Yiddish liter. 
ature owes her a great debt of 
graditude, 

‘The two of them visited us more 
than once, and from Manger's own 
ips 1 firat heard tho “Chumesh 
Lieder,” parts of what was later 
called “The Megilla," and of course 
his “Rabbenu Tam.” We hummed 
the “Rebhenu Tam" with him, and 
then hummed it again, and he en- 
Joyed our enjoyment of it. 


‘At home in pub 


Once, after a reading of his Jat- 
estatory (unfinished), he and I went 
of to a pub in the King’s Road, 
Wheat amazed me there was to see 
how much at home the felt in the 
pub atmosphere.

Had Manger been able to see hig 
“Megilia” and now his “Chumesh 
Lieder" as musical shows, I think 
he would have found serious fault 
with them, though he would have 
been flattered, Ag far oa I know he 
never Intended these poems for the 
Stage, not ot first, at any rato, and 
Certainly not as matter for blown- 
Qp musicals. I recall how angry he 
was with the producer of his “Hotz-

He thirsted for ‘@ppreciation, and 
liked it most avhen it came from 
English writers.

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PART from the omiaslonof Wil- 
A iam Enrpson and W.H. Auden 
(considered “‘American”), this is 
probably the most complete antho- 
logy of postwar Erltish poetry Ju 
existence. Lucie-Smith himaif euit- 
ed his first anthology (“A Group 
Anthology”) with Philip Hobsbaum 
4n 1963, when the “Group” pucts 
were turning away from [he dell- 
cate formalities of Ezra Pound and 
1S. Blot to the more direct ex- 
preasioniam of DH, Lawrence and 
Wifred Owen. Unlike A. Alvare: 
(who edited “The New Poetry, 
1962), Lucle-Smith emphasizes Iu- 
ropean rather than American in- 
fluences. 

‘Alvarez may have been right (in 
his critical introduction to “The 
‘New Postry’) in suggesting that 
the cure for English “gentility” lay 
In cultivating transatiantle cosmo- 
politanism: in the more prophetic, 
“eonfessionat” poetry of Robert Lo- 
well, John Berryman, and Allen 
Ginsberg —- mirrored in the work 
of ‘Sylvia Plath, and in one ambi- 
tious Hinglish-comment-on- Americe 
by George MacBeth (‘The Bamboo 
Nightingale”). But this is not in 
fact what happened: Britain was 
still part of Europe. 

‘There was no British equivalent 
to the American Beat pocta. But 
there was Ted Hughes, who said 
that “mostly these powers are just 
walting while life just gocs by, 
and only find an outlet in moments 
of purity and crisis, because they 
‘won't enter the ordinary pace and 
constitution of life very easily": 
British poets wanted the total pic- 
ture, both the “punity and the cri- 
sis.” So no really great pocts were 
yet able to emerge. The younger 
generation (those pocts born after 
1930) resuscitated Basil Bunting 
Instead of ἘΠ, and turned to Ger- 
man (Michael Huinburger's Lranala- 
tions) and French yourees rather 
than American. 

There wos a refusal to submit 
immediately (according to Lucle- 
Smith) to American influcnees, αὶ 
reaction against academle criticism 
and against London ns arts-centre; 
and the omergence of Birmingham, 
‘Newcastle, Liverpool, Belfast, and 
Scotland as autonomous cosinopoll- 
tan centres. Lucle-Smith suggests 
the importance of independent }itUle 
magazines and presses in bringing 
all this “slow modernism" aghout; 
but It was more probably the Μη- 
Mediate success of pop culture with 
the young (in music as in postry), 
a culture stemming from Liverpool. 

Adrian Henri, pott-palnter theore- 
tlelan of the Liverpun] group, quoten 
Mallormé on the function of poctry 
(“to purlfy the dialect of thy irihe”) 
and sees poctry ay an agent, a 
means to an end ruther than an 
end in itself. He Is in complete 
agreement with Marshall ‘Meluhan, 
who has desertbed puctry ug “an 
extension of bulng,” and shares his 
Catholle world-vigw; but he believes 
that poetry has a purpose ay long 
as Survives in the com- 
Ing electronic age. A clearer fheo- 
retical formulation of Henri's posi- 
fon can be found In Jeff Nuttall's 
book, “Bomb Culture.”

But this is the witching hour of 
the Owl who αὶ all “go” in the 
evening, with tia or her enthu- 
siagm slightly tempered by the 
Proapect of fitful sleep and that 
tough awakening, For the Owl can 
drag himsclf from bed only very 
reluctantly and sluggishly. To got 
him moving, the alarm clock indus- 
try exists — and inventors down 
the ages have devised cunning ap- 
paratus to give him the short, sharp 
‘shock into wakefulness. 

‘Waking up was certainly o prob- 
Jem in clhaasalcal times, Deep in dust 
at Prompall, patient archacologists 
have drawn to the surface of tho 
lava-engulfed Lown o large metal do- 
view shaped Ike an hour-glaas, It 
has a primitive stand and under- 
neath a almple sheet of tlh. 


Detachable 


When they saw that the lower vea- 
sel was detachable, the urchacolo- 
gists guessed what It was. So they 
filed the upper vessel! with sand.

the Invention of a 19th-cartury 
Czech clock-maker. His lullaby me- 
piece played beguiling airs at bed- 
thne — but in the morning it set 
off a nolsy combination of drums 
and cymbals playing a rousing mi- 
ἴδον march. . 

‘Another inventor in Prague as- 
aembled a fantaatic “chain reaction 
alarm clock” depending on mecha- 
nical happenings in a certain order. 
When the clock hands reached a 
certain position, a gramophone start- 
ed. This caused a large hammer to 
drop Into a tin basin balanced on 
a half-opened window. The window 
fell with a crash, hitting a board 
regting’ on the ledga. 

Collapsing beds 

‘The board then tilted over a huge 
drum to whlch were attached anum- 
ber of large cymbala, There was a 
pulley «arrangement fixed to the 
drum. 60 that a rope, auddenly tight- 
ening, yanked blunketa and sheeta 
off the bed. It worked perfectly — 
but {it took the Inventor most of 
the night to assemble the apparatus 
eorrectly. 

The idea of the collapsible bed is 
too rough for most sleepers, but 
inventora have peraisted In it. One 
Ttallan clockwork bed would insist 
oo collapsing the stout party in the 
middie of the night Instead of at 
8 am. Less drastic fut atill un- 
comfortable was the British inven- 
tion of an automatic pillow-lever 
which at the right (or the wrong) 
moment jerked the sleeper Into a 
sitting’ position.

The 
Romans ‘had a water clock that 
pulled a cover off a bird-cage 80 
that the sleeper was likely to be 
awakened by a song. Alexander Su- 
νότον, the Russlan general, kept a 
cockerel In his tent during cam- 
paigns, When it crowed he rose — 
and perambulated the encampment 
naked, crowing Ike a cock to 
awaken hls men. 

Dog alarm 

Dogs often serve as carly morno- 
ing alarms, but not every pet-owner 
ia as patient as the Borlin owner 
of a huge Alsatian who has tralned 
this wolfhound to lick the soles of 
hig ticklish feet, 830 waking him up. 
Pet cockatoos have heen trained by 
some devoted but eccentric owners 
to hop onto their pillows, chat- 
tering loudly: “Time to get up!" 

What of people who are slightly 
deaf to an ordinary alarm clock? 
The Americans have invented a spe- 
clal automatle “waker-upper.” It is 
8 wrist-watch with a special back 
which vibrates vigorously when tho 
alarin goes off, warnlng the wearer 
through his sense of touch. 

Some very heavy sleepers find 
that the ordinary alarm clock does 
not reverberate loudly enough: so 
they put it Inside a rattling, echo- 
Ing cake tin. Others put more trust 
in alarms that do more than ring | 
loudly; they go for alarms that 
break into heavy beat music or 
flash a strong light in the sleeper’s 
face. 

In Italy they sell an alarm whose 
firat shrill ring is followed by 8 
blaring radio, the sound of baying 
dogs and the nolse of acreams for 
help. If that doesn't wake up the 
sleeper, the performance ends with 
8 recording of a barrage of heavy 
guns,
